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It  may  not  be  improper  to  let  the  child  sound 
each  of  the  letters  separately,  in  the  syllables  be- 
ginning on  page  7>  and  ending  on  page  IQ,  till  he 
know  the  letters  easily  at  first  sight.  Then  he 
may  be-  taught  to  join  two  letters,  giving  the 
vowels  their  long  and  short  sounds,  according  as 
they  begin  and  end  the  syllable.  This  procedure 
on  pages  11,  12,  &c.  will  not  only  make  him  ex- 
pert in  the  letters,  but  also  give  him  some  notion 
of  dividing  words  into  syllables,  which  has  been 
found  to  be  of  some  advantage  to  children  when 
they  come  to  that  part  of  the  business.  It  will 
likewise  be  proper  to  cause  the  child  to  sound  the 
initial  and  final  double  character ;  yet  sometimes 
it  may  be  necessary,  if  the  child  be  slow,  to  sound 
them  separately  to  him.  To  proceed  safely,  let 
him  be  very  distinct  in  one  thing  before  he  be 
permitted  to  go  on  to  another.
